Tiherins 
Ceſar , vnder whom Chri/# 
Jeſus was crucified, & who 
commanded rthathe ſhould 
beacknowledgedand wor- 


| ſhipped as a God,as Terisl- 


lian witnefleth , after the 
death of Auguſtzs his pre- 
| D diceſ(- 
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diceſſor, who by teſtament 


had made him heire as well | 
vnto his goods, as vntothe 


Empire afterwards offered 
vnto him (as the manner 


was) by the. Senat,doubted 


a long while, if hee ſhould - 
_ embrace the ſame,. for the . 


feare he had of the weight 
of this charge , andof the 
toile which hee behoued to 
endure in exccuting there. 
of. Diocletian after hee had 
poſſeſſed the Empire about 


twenty yeares, gaue it ouer | 


of his own accord & good- 
will, and during the reſt of 
his lifetime chaſed apeace- 
able & homely life. Where- 
in after the great perturba- 
tions and ſtormes of dil. 
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pleaſure which he had had 
during the time of his go- 
uernment, he found eaſe to 


be ſo lweete, and his ſpirit 


. focontent,and free,that of- 


tentimes among his friends 
he afirmed,that yo time had 


onto him, nor the ſunne and 


dayes more pleaſant. Shewing 
by theſe words,how much 


he abhorred the imperiall 
life, although fewe Empe- 
rours before or after him, 
had obtained ſo many ho- 


 nours, victories, and pro- 


ſperities as he had. 

T heſe examples do ſhew 
maniteſtly thar the life of 
Kings is not ſo fortunate,as 
ſome take it to bee, more 
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through error then reaſon. | 
And they are ſo farre from, 
the fruition of reſt, & want 
of forrow,that in reſpe& of 
the care and anguiſh that 
they haue,the ancient Gre- 


cians have named them . 


andcas., dia tO anacosechim, 
_ ſaith Flutarch , inexpoun- 
ding this word, which ac- 
cording to hisexpoſition 1s 
as much,as who would ſay 
carefull ; The highera tree 
is planteth & groweth vp, 
- Itis the more ſubic&-vnto 
winds. $Solikewiſe are the 
great Ones vnto diuers for- 
tunes and accidents, more 
then meane perſons, The 
thunder and lightnings fall 
commonly vpon high pla- 
ces; 1o alſo doe great and 
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lamentable diſaftres vpon 
reat and famous perſons. 

And if in this world, 
thoſe ohces &places which 
we elteeme of moſt, be ſub. 
ie& vato ſo wany calami- 
ties, what may wee thinke 


of others , which wee our 


felues becauſe of the incon.. 
uenients that are: ioyned 
therewirh,doeabhorreand 
reptite vnhappie. Thus we 
perceiue ,. thac there is no 
manner of eſtate, which of 
the ſelfe is able to procure 
felicitie and contentment 
to any. And like as in e- 
ſtates, beſides common mi- 
ſeries, euery one hath with 
all his private ſorrowes, ſo 
all the ages of man haue 
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their owne peculiar miſe- 
ries. In his youth hee-iS 
weake , without vertue, 


without knowledge & vie 


ofreaſon., without ſpeach 
or ſpirit,and muſt be aboue 
fifteene yeares of age be- 
fore hee can bee capable to 


chooſe a fit eſtare for. him-. |} 


ſelfe. Wherein moſt often 


hee deceiu@th himſelfe, in 


chooling that which is vt- 
fitting for him. 


Hauing entred into his. 
adeleſcency, hee is raſh, ven-. 


turous, fooliſh, paſhonate, 
voluptuous, prodigall, -a 
drunkard , a contentious 
Player,whereof enſueth of. 


ten, that while he is of this 


age,he falleth jnto great in- 
CON- 
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conuenients and dangers, 
as tobe impriſoned , to be 
hanged, to looſe his goods, 
to procure death vnto his 
parents through anguiſh & 
ſorrow. F 
When this raging heate 
beginneth by little and lit- 
tleroaſſwage and diminiſh, 
and that hee is becowe a 
erfe& man, th#n muſt hee 
abour day and night, to 
maintaine his family, nou- 
riſh his children, and pro- 
uide forthe time comming. 
Hee is befieged, ſometimes 
by couetouſnefſe and aua- 
rice , ſometimes by feare 
that his children be left vn» 
prouided , that they go- 
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-and bring ſome diſhonour 
ypon their houſe. 

Theage of vertue & per- 
_ feftionnowdeclining, be- 
hold old age commetrh on 
foftly and vnawares,where- 
in man-waxcth ſickly , fee- 


asamonsg the foure ſeaſons 
the laſt that is winter, is the 
moſt tedihs, fois oldeage 
amongſtallother ages. 

— That which I haue ſaide 
15-not the hundreth part of 
thoſe cuils, whereunto the 
life of man is thralled &ne- 


haue alleadged, is ſufficient 
to declare,thatin all maner 
of eſtates, in all ages the 
lame is miſerable, and as 
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Menander (aid, that life and 
miſery bee twotwinnes. For 
they are borne, they grow, 
they are noriſhed, and-liuve 
togetheralwaies, which na- 
ture hath taught vs intwo 
things. 
Firſt, in ſo farre as little 
children comming intothis 
world, weepe continually as 
forſceing what miſeries 
they are to endure, if they 
live long therein. Second- 
ly, in ſo farreas coming out 
of their mothers wombe, 
they are bathed in blood, 
and reſemble rather a dead 
man, that hath had his 
throate cutbya thiefe,then 
any other thing.
